Legion Wants

$10,000 for 


Its Clubhouse 


The Upland city council last 
night took under advisement the 
offer by the Upland American 
Legion post that its clubhouse 
next to the city hall had now gone | 
up to $10,000. 

Appearing for the Legionnaires, 
Houston Dewey, commander, told 
the councilmen that the Legion 
was now ready to sell the build- | 
ing but at $2,000 more than had 
been tentatively agreed upon 
nearly two years ago. 

The Legion has been negotiat- 
ing with the city for the sale of 
its clubhouse for nearly two 
years. Action was delayed earlier 
because the Legion had no other 
meeting place available at that 
time. Now two war surplus build- 
ings have been secured and par- 
tially erected on a lot at Arrow 
highway and Grove avenue. 

Several of the councilmen ques- 
tioned the boost but agreed to 
take the matter under considera- 
tion until their next meeting 
when a reading of the minutes of 
Jan., 1945, disclosed that the city 
in addition to offering $8,000 for 
the Le'gion building had also 
promised a site in the city park. 

Commander Dewey said that 
the Legion executive committee 
had given him the power to allow 
the city between 45-60 days, or} 
90 if necessary, to act. After that 
time, he said, other buyers would 
be contacted.

Water Rates To 
Go Up Jan. 1 


Beginning Jan. 1, 1947, Upland 
water rates will go back on their 
pre-war status. 

The Upland city council last 
night, taking cognizance of the 
end of the war emergency, re- 
stored the rate of $1.25 for 700 
cubic feet of water used in the 
city. 

During the war in order to 
encourage victory gardens as a 
part of the war effort, the coun- 
cil reduced the rates to $1.25 for 
1,000 cubic feet. 

Outside water rates will not be 
affected by this action as they 





were not lowered during the war.

The biggest mass trial in the na-
